Export Trade Control 
New Delhi, the 18th November 1965 

Subject.— Export of de-oiled groundnut cake (extractions) 

No. 13/ETC (PN)/65. —Attention of the Public is drawn to Public Notice 
No. 7-ETC(PN) /65, dated the 21st July, 1965, in regard to the export of de-oiled 
groundnut cake (extraclions). It is reiterated for the information of the trade 
that at present the policy and the licensing procedure governing the export of this 
commodity is as under: — 

(a) Export of de-oiled groundnut cake (extractions) is controlled with 

effect from the 21st July, 1965. 

(b) Its export is presently allowed onlv by manufacturer-exporters who 

are borne on the books either of the Directorate Genera) of Technical 
Development or Development Commissioner, Small Scale Industries 
on the basis of the quota-s’lps issued by the Directorate General 
of Technical Development in regard to both the categories of manu¬ 
facturer-exporters. 
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(c) The annual (January-December) quotas which will be issued to eac4 

extraction units by the Directorate General of Technical Develop 
ment, will be equal to Its annual production of groundnut extractions 
as certified by that authority for the previous calendar year. If the 
production of the groundnut extractions increases during the year to 
the extent of such increase in production as certified by the Directo-t 
rate General of Technical Development, the quota can be increased 
during the year. 

(d) The export of this commodity will also be allowed by the Export 

Houses constituted by the manufacturer-exporters of this commodity 
(borne on the books of the Directorate General of Technical Develop¬ 
ment or Development Commissioner, Small Scale Industries) and the 
State Trading Corporation. The State Trading Corporation will only 
afford facility for the export of de-oiled groundnut cake (extractions) 
to such of the manufacturer-exporters of this item who would like 
to utilize its services on this behalf. 

(e) The port licensing authorities, will endorse the shipping bills presented^ 

for the export of this commodity upto the quantity mentioned in the 
quota slips/any supplementary quota slips, issued by the Directorate 
General of Technical Development to the manufacturer-exporters. In 
case of exports being effected by Export Houses (constituted by the 
manufacturer-exporters of this commodity) shipping bills will be 
endorsed upto the total quantity collectively held on behalf of the 
members of the Export House. The same will hold true in case of 
exports effected by the State Trading Corporation.
